It is ordained and ordered, 


"THAT every Perſon, on his Ad- 
miſſion to the Freedom of the 


ſaid Society, ſhall take the following 
( Oatb, viz.

„ob ſhall ſwear to be true to our 
Sovereign Lord King GEoRGE, and to 
be obedient to the Maſter and Wardens 
of this Society, in all lawful Manner. 
You ſhall alſo keep ſecret all the lawful

Rules, Impoſitions, and Ordinances, made, 
or that hereafter ſhall be lawfully made 
and ordained, for the good Ordering of 
the ſaid Fellowſhip, you ſhall well and 
truly obſerve and keep: And, to your 
Power, you ſhall be willing, helping, 
and furthering, to the good Govern- 
ment and Wealth of the ſaid Fellow- 
ſhip ; and ſhall not be party or privy to 
any Counſel or Device that may be to 
the Hurt or Hinderance of the ſaid So- 
ciety, or to the overthrowing or break- 
ing of the good Laus and Ordinances of 
the ſame; but all ſuch Practices, Coun- 
ſels, and Devices, you ſhall 4:/cloſe to 
the Maſter and Wardens of the ſaid

Trar every Member of the ſaid So- 
ciety ſhall appear before the Court of 
Aſſiſtants, or of Maſter and Wardens, 
when ſummoned thercto, unle's there be 
ſome reaſonable Cauſe to the contrary, 
upon Pain to forfeit for the firſt De- 
fault Two Shillings and Sixpence, for 
the ſecond Default Five HHillings, and 


for every ſabſequent Default double 


the Sum laſt forfeited. 


Trar four Courts of Aſſiſtants, or 
more if requiſite, ſhall be held by the 
Maſter and Wardens in every Year, at 
which the ſeveral Buſineſſes of the So- 
ciety ſhall be conſidered and determi- 


ned; and one or more Courts of com- 


mon Hall ſhall be alſo held in every 
A 3 Year, 
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Year, to which all the Members, reſi- 
ding within ſeven Miles of the City, 
(being the Extent appointed in their 
Charter,) ſhall be diſtinctly ſummoned, 
at which the Laws and Orders of the 
Society, or ſuch of them as the Mem- 
bers preſent ſhall defire, ſhall be deli- 
berately read over; and ſuch Matters, 
as the Court may think proper to take 
the Opinion of the Members in general 
upon, ſhall be then conſidered, 


Tur the Court of Aſſiſtants ſhall 
call and admit into the Livery of the 
ſaid Society, ſo many of the Yeomanry 
as they ſhall think fit; and that every 
Perſon, ſo called, ſhall, upon his Ad- 
miſſion, pay a Fine not exceeding 7 Wwenty 
Pounds nor leſs than Fifteen Pounds, 
and alſo Twenty Shillings towards the 
Support and Improvement of the ſaid 
Society's Phy/ic Garden, upon Pain, in 
Caſe of Refuſal, without reaſonable

THrarT the Maſter and Wardens ſhall 
yearly appoint one Day in the ſeveral 
Months of April, May, June, Auguſt, 
and September, as private Herbarizing 
Days, and choole one of the Members 
of the ſaid Society to be Leader for each 
of the ſaid Months, and ſhall aliow to 
every ſuch Leader, for the Entertain-" 
ment of the Company preſent, Ter 
Pounds; and every Perſon ſo choſen, 
who ſhall neglect or refuſe to execute 
the ſaid Office, without reaſonable Ex- 
cuſe, to forfeit Ten Pounds. 


Tur the Afiants and Livery {hall 
attend in their Gowns on Confirmation- 
Day, upon Pain to forfeit Ten Shillings 
for every ſuch Neglect, not having a 
reaſonable Excuſe. 
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TrAaT no Member, except the Per- 
ſon or Perſons who are at the Expence 
of the Entertainment, ſhall bring a 
Gueſt to any of the pubic Dinners of 
the ſaid Society, on Penalty of Ten 
Shillings: The Maſter, Wardens, and 
Aſſiſtants, may each bring one Servant 
only. 


THarT the Court of Aſſiſtants ſhall 
elect four Members of the ſaid Society 
(who have not before ſerved or fined for 
the Office) to be Stewards, for provi- 
ding a Dinner, on Lord-Mayor's Day, 
or any other public Occaſion: And, 
that every Perſon ſo choſen, who ſhall 
neglect or refuſe to provide ſuch En- 
tertainment, or to contribute his Share 
of the Charge thereof, without reaſona- 
ble Excuſe, ſhall pay a Fine not ex- 
ceeding Twenty Pounds.

Tur the Court of Aſſiſtants ſhall 
elect four Perſons out of the Yeomanry 
of the ſaid Society, to be Gentlemen 
Uſhers, to attend with gilded Chains and 
white Staves on Lord-Mayor's Day, or 
other Day of public Rejoicing; and 
that every Perſon ſo elected, who ſhall 
refuſe or neglect to perform the ſaid

and if, upon ſuch Examination, they 
ſhall find any decayed or corrupt Drugs 
or Medicines kept for Sale, every Of- 
fender therein ſhall, for every ſuch Of- 
fence, pay a Fine not exceeding Five

THAT every Member of the ſaid So- 
ciety ſhall bring his intended Apprentice, 


within 70 Months after Entertainment, 


before the Maſter and Wardens, on ſome 
Court-Day, to be examined, touching 
his Knowledge of the Latin Tongue 


and, if upon ſuch Examination he ſhall 


be found qualified, ut not otherwiſe, to 
þe bound for the Term of eight Years.

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THAT every Maſter, free of the City 


of London, who ſhall bind an Ap- 


prentice, 1s to carry him to Guildhall 


to be enrolled in the Chamberlain's 
Office. 


Tkar no Member of the ſaid Soci- 
ety ſhall turn over his Apprentice to 
any other Perſon, without the Conſent 
of the Maſter and Wardens, upon Pain 
to forfeit Ten Pounds; nor take into his 
Service another Member's Apprentice, 
without the like Conſent, upon Pain to 
forfeit Twenty Pounds. 


THAT every Perſon, applying to be 
made Free of the ſaid Society by Patri- 
mony, ſhall, before his Admiſſion, paſs 
an Examination, and pay Six Sh:llings 
and Eight-pence cver and above the ac- 
cuſtomed Fees.

THAT every Member of the ſaid So- 
ciety ſhall pay Eigbteen Pence every 
Quarter, or Six Shillings a Year, towards 
the Expences of the Corporation and 
the Garden at Chelſea, upon Pain of 
forfeiting Forty Shillings for every ſuch 
Neglect. 


THAT every Member of the ſaid So- 
ciety ſhall hey theſe Ordinances, and be 
of good Behaviour to the Maſter, Nar- 
dens, and Aſiſtants, on Penalty of a 
Fine not exceeding Five Pounds. 


AnD that all Fines ſhall be recovered 
by Action of Der. 


FREEMEN to pay all Taxes and Du- 
ties, on Penalty of Forty Shillings a- 
bove the Sum aſſeſſed; and do and 
perform all Services enjoined them, Pe- 
nalty Forty Sbillings for each Service.
